FREE COINAGE BENEFITS, 


Would Greatly Increase Exports from 
the United States. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

MEXICO CITY, July 22.—The silver agi- 
tation in the United States is much dis- 
cussed in financial circles here. A leading 
capitalist of this city, who has large finan- 
clal connections in England and the United 
States, said to the Post-Dispatch corre- 
b pondent to-day: 

“The immediate effect of the United States 
becoming a free silver country would be 
felt by corporations owing gold in Europe 
and also by the Government, which has a 
gold debt held abroad. These would be thé 
sufferers at the outset of the transformation 


of the United States into a silver count 

“But the United States, having a wide 
range of climates and a varied production 
are a self-supporting country, capable o 
feeding the immerse popuiation and of 
clothing it without going outside. And not 
being under the necessity of paying a heavy 
gold premium for many of the necessities 
of lite, as is the case with some countries, 
on a silver basis the United States would 
adjust themselves to the new condition with 
ace, hye ease. 

“Without doubt the United States would 
become the largest exporting country on 
the globe, having every export.of manu- 
factured products, would export to the very 
countries from which they now import very 
heavily. In this way the United States 
would become a formidable competitor of 
Europe. The cost of labor and of produc- 
tion would gradually be regulated by the 
value of the dollar in silver. 

“The advantage to be gained by sellin 
agricultural products and manufactur 
goods (the cost of which would be paid in 
silver) to gold using countries, is the gain 
of the gold premium, which naturally would 
Vary with the price of silver. There is no 
doubt in my mind that products of all kinds 
would rapidly increase, just as in Mexico 
selling coffee abroad for gold, while the ex- 
penses of raising are paid in siiver, has in- 
creased the production five-fold in a few 
years. ; 

Therefore I believe it would not be detri- 
mental to the United States to become a 
silver standard country. There would be 
euch an immense increase in production and 
in the Volume of business that the railways 
would gain in increased traffic what they 
would ſose by having to pay their interest 
charges abroad in gold.“

To-day the wanderers arrived once more 
on their reservation, but they are far from 
being in as aceful a frame of mind as 
when they left, for in a wagon accompany- 
ing the returning band were the bodies, of 
four dead bucks. r 

It has been given out all along that only 
one Indian was killed and the trouble has 
been made light of as much as possible. 
White Bear, Captain of the Indian police, 
admitted that he brought back the four 
dead bucks, and the trouble was regarded 
80 seriously by Indian Agent Teters that he 
himself went to assist in starting the way- 
ward hunters home. The band of between 
and 300 which arrived to-day is in a 
surly mood. Of course they talk little to 
white men, but one of the bucks said they 
were only coming to the reservation to get 
more ammunition, and then they were go-* 
ing back to kill the white men. 

is and sim#ar threats have caused the 
present uneasiness among those in authori- 
ty, and unless the Indians return quietly 
to their homes, Agent Teters will request 
that the 7th 8 from Fort Russell 
at Cheyenne, or the 8th Cavalry from Boise, 
be at once sent to this point.

No News Received From the Princeton 
Geological Expedition. 


NEW YORK, July 22.—Great anxiety was 
manifested at Princeton when the news 
came that the Princeton geological ex- 
pedition was reported captured by the Ban- 


nock Indians in Wyoming. At the home of 
Prof. Hatchers, who is at the head of the 
expedition, Mrs. Hatchers had heard noth- 
ing from her husband in several days, and 
this fact tended to confirm the report of 
“his capture. The expedition is similar to 
those sent out from Princeton in former 
years, having as its object the collection of 
geological fossils in which the West 
abounds. With this scientific purpose of 
the expedition is combined one of pleasure, 
the country being a choice field for the 
hunter. The opportuntty to combine a sum- 
mer's outing with the interest of the class- 
room has induced many students to join the 
expedition, and this year a dozen of them 
accompanied Prof. John Bell Hatchers to 
the Bad Lands. The party left Princeton 
on June 20 and was made up of the follow-

SMUT AND RUST. 


Threaten to Cut Shert the Wheat Crop 
in Red River Valley. 


GRAND FORKS, N. D., July 22.—The 
farmers of the region of Minnesota and 
North Dakota comprising the ten counties 
of the Red River Valley are gloomy over the 
prospect. A week ago their wheat prom- 
ised the greatest yield ever known in this 
section, some 8 it as high as forty 
bushels to the acre, but it has rained four 
days the last week and the weather has 
been uniformly cloudy and hot. Smut and 
rust have developed to an alarming degree. 
This region expected to raise 10,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat. It is now feared that thou- 
sands of acres of wheat are utterly ruined. 

At Larimer, N. D., there was quite a 
scare when it became known that the wheat 
in this vicinity was damaged by smut. The 
discovery was made by ‘the Elk Valley 
Farming Co., which has the largest acreage 
of any one farm in the country. At Bt. 
Thomas, N. D., the stock excitement pre- 
valls because of the discovery of smut in 
the wheat crop. Several parties who were 
out all day examining the wheat fields in 
that vicinity go so far as to say that what 
wheat they examined contained fully 
per cent of smut. 

Heavy rain has been falling for the last 
forty-eight hours at St. Vincent, Minn., 
and there are no prospects of its stopping. 
All grain is flat on the ground and in most 
cases will never rise owing to the rank, 
heavy growth. Rust and smut are seen in 
every fleld.

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Patented. 


WASHINGTON, July 2.—<Attention has 
recently been called*to the swamp land 
grants to the various States by the visits 
paid to the Interior Department by delega- 
tions from the State Governments, which 
came with the desire of expediting the work 
of patenting lands to their new owners. 
Rapidly as the work has been proceeding; 
ever since 1849, the date of the first swamp 
land grant, it is apparantly as far from 
being completed as when it Was first begun. 
The terms of the grant have been found to 
constitute a regular sinkhole into which 
lands can be poured almost without cessa- 
gation without appearing to fill up. 0 
The first grant was to the State of Louls- 
jana alone, and was intended to enable her 
to drain and improve the numerous swamps 


within her borders. Later, in 1850, Loulis- 


jana wanted an additional grant, but her 
representatives in Congress found they 
could not obtain it exclusively for their 
State, and introduced a bill granting all 
swamp lands located in any State where 
the United States possessed public lands to 
the State Government, and providing for 
indemnity lands to be taken in place of any 
swamp lands that had already been dis- 
posed of by the Government. The States 
that benefited by this law were Louisiana, 

Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, 
Indian Territory, Illinois, Michigan, Missis- 
sippi, Missouri, Ohio and Wisconsin. Later 
when Minnesota and Orégon were admitted, 
a provision was placed in their admission 
acts granting to them the swamp lands 
within their borders on the same lines as in 
the grants to the other States. 

Before any other States were admitted, 
the swamp land claims became such a cry- 
ing abuse that Congress refused to make 
any such grants to any later States, givin 
each, instead, 1,000,000 acres to be appli 
for certain specific purposes. The reason 
for this limitation ap from the follow- 
ing table showing the quantities of land 
claimed under the act by the more my ts 
ant swamp land States. Some of them have 
claimed about half of their entire area, and 
have actually had from one-third to one- 
fifth of it patented to them:

Mississippi 3,603, 807, 
Two methods have been followed in the 
adjustment of the grants. In the first 
place the State is asked whether it will 
send out its own surveyors and ascertain 
its own swamp lands or whether it will 
accept the United States survey. The reply 
has invariably been in favor of the latter. 
The swamp land office has then gone over 
the notes of the United States surveyors, 
and wherever swamp lands were shown by 
them has forwarded its lists of thém to the 
Secretary of the Interior. On his approval 
the lands have been patented to the States. 
Any lands admitted tebe swamp, but shown 
on the record as already sold or rented for 
any other purpose, have been withheld 
from these lists. 
After the first big adjustment of the 
rants the States made no claim for a time. 
hen they began to examine into the sub- 
ject, and finally in every case they have 
ut their own men into the field to revise 
he United States suryeys. For over thirty 
years this has going on, and there 
seems no evidence that it will ever stop. 
Claims rejected ten or ‘twenty years ago 
are made afresh to-day, and as the ques- 
tion of swamp or not swamp is an actual 
fact to be ascertained by observation, the 
claims must each time be examined into by 
the Government.@urveys. When the State 
surveyors maké a claim, a Government 
surveyor is sent to go over it, and on his 
report the land is approved and patented. 
thin the last year or more the work of 
going over all the early lists has been taken 
up with a view to ascertaining why the 
sections that were set aside from them at 
the time of the original patent were so set 
aside, and if possible in the hope of finally 
closing up these open records. The work 
is progressing rapidly, and it is hoped that 
it will be closed at last, so far as these 
early tracts are concerned, although the 
later lists will probably not be fully adjusted 
before the end of the next century.

DON’T LIKE THE IDEA. 


Railway Presidents Say an Arbitrary 
Crossing Law Means Loss of Time. 


The suggestion that street cars be re- 
quired by ordinance to make arbitrary 
stops at near instead of far crossings does 
not meet with favor from managers of 
St. Louis street car lines. This plan is in 
force in Philadelphia, and it is claimed 
that it prevents many crossing accidents. 

President Chas. H. Turner of the Sub- 
urban Line does not think the plan would 
be popular in St. Louis, “The plan con- 
templates the arbitrary stopping of the cars 
at every near street corner,” he said, “and 
this would mean the loss of possibly twenty 
minutes in getting in from Wells Station.

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SOUTHERN COAL COMBINE. 


Controlling the Output of Nearly All 
the Mining Region. ! 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., July 2.—Within 
the next three months the manufacturers 
of the South are to feel the grasp of the 
biggest coal combine ever formed. It is 
to embrace and control almost the entire 


output of nearly all the mines in Virginia, 
Kentucky, Tennesses, Georgia and A 
bama, the total value of which is near 
,000,000, and this is to be the capital 
stock of the organization. 

This movement was started months 


and la 
the Lookout Mountain two. 
days ago. For more than a year prices on 
coal and coke have been ng down and 
down, until coke is now being manu 
tured and coal mined at a dead loss to the 
companies. Every mine and every 
dealer has put its product on the market 
at whatever figure it would bring. It is to 
establish a standard of prices that the 
combine is to be formed. 

In short, the 2 of the organization 
is to advance the price of coal to all con- 
sumers, but espe y to manufacturers, 
26 r cent. 

here were nearly thirty representatives 
of the big mines at the meeting on the 
mountain. Altogether the combine will 
include seven-eighths of the coal minin 
interests of the South and represent mil- 
lions of dollars. 

The mines interested are located in what 
is known as the seven chief mining dis- 
tricts ot the Southern States. At present 
there are no officers except Mr. Pratt of 
the Jellico mines, who was made tempor- 
ary president until the permanent officers 
are named. 

One effect of the demoralization in the 

rice of coal and coke has been a gradual 

ecrease in the wages of miners until the 
scale of wages is now lower than it was 
ever known to be in the mining districts. 
The coal men claim that if the combine is 
formed they will be able to restore the 
wages of the miners to their former scales. 

An advance of 2 per cent has already 
been made on steam coal at Atlanta, and a 
similar advance will be ordered in all the 
other Southern cities.
